The Difficulty of Tyre Remoyal and Replacement : 


How to Simplify these Operations : 


Doubling the 


Service of Tyres. 


The removal and replacement of tyTes, 
either at home or on the roadside, is a 
job which most owners dread, and few look 
forward to with any kind of pleasure’ to 
tackle; but, if only one goes about the 
operation in the correct way, it is not half 
go difficult as it would first appear. The 
two most popular tyres in use to-day are 
the well-base and the flat-base types, and 
if owners of cars to which these tyres are 
fitted follow the instructions given here, 
the repair of punctures or tyre changing 
on the roadside will present little 
difficulty. 


THE WELL-BASE TYRE. 


First remove the lock-nuts from “the 
valve stem and free the wire edge from 
the rim by pushing the wall of the tyre 
into the well, or centre, of the rim of the 
wheel, starting this operation from a 
point diametrically opposite the valve. 
This places the cover in a position which 
enables the band to be inserted between 
the wheel and the cover, which can then 
be easily, detached. If it is necessary to 
take the cover completely off, it is only 
necessary to push the other edge of the 
tyre into the well of the wheel ‘with the 
left hand and pull the cover off with the 
other hand. 

When it is only necessary to take one 
side of the tyre off, the tube, after being 
repaired, is. replaced in the cover, which 
is then replaced in the following 
manner:—Slightly inflate the tube, 
place the valve in its ope in the wheel and 
then slip the tube into the cover. At a 
point opposite the valve, force the wire 
edge of the tyre into the well-base, and it 
is an easy matter to place the remainder 
of the edge without the aid of levers under 
the rim. Make sure that the edges of the 
tyre do not catch the tube, and this can 
be seen by pressing both edges of the tyre 
back from the line they take when 
inflated. In these operations it is some- 
times found that more force than that 
which the hands of the operator can bring 
to bear on the tyre is necessary, and in 
such cases the small spoon type of tyre 
lever supplied with the cars will enable 
the operator either to detach the first 
point of the tyre or to prise on the 
remaining portion of the tyre. 


THE FLAT-BASE TYRE, 


The flat-base tyre differs considerably 
from the weel-base type, and involves 
different operations. ‘The wheel must be 
placed flat on the ground with the out- 
side uppermost. The tyre must be 
completely deflated, the  valve-nut 
removed, and the stem of the valve pushed 
far back. Press the rim of the tyre with 
the foot all round on both sides, so as to 
get the-cover well.into the centre of the 
wheel. rim, and then, in the vicinity of 
the valve, press about twelve inches of the 
tyre until the rib above the bead dis- 
appears beneath the rim of the wheel.

Then insert two levers, twelve inches 
apart, between the wheel and tyre, dia- 
metrically opposite the valve, and in turn 
press down levers level with the wheel. 
Hold both of these levers down with one 
hand and with the other grasp the tyre 
just» above the point where they have been 
inserted. A sharp pull will cause the 
upper bead to come away from the rim, 
after which the remainder can be 
removed without the aid of levers. To 
remove the cover completely írom the 
wheel, the wheel should be stood upright 
with the valve point nearest t'.e ground, 
and a lever inserted under tho undetached 
bead of the tyre. Push the lever hard 
over in the direction of the cover, which 
will then release its grip. 

When replacing the tyre on the rim, 
inflate the tube until it bellies out, place 
the valve in its ope, and, if one grips 
the tube at both sides of the valye, it will 
make this operation very simple. The 
lower bead must be fitted first, which is 
done by pressing on the tyre with the 
foot alternately on each side of the valve, 
the last portion of the bead being fitted 
at a point diametrically opposite the 
valve. Two levers must then be inserted 
under the upper bead in order to get it 
underneath the rim for about eight ‘inches 
on each side of the valve. The portion 
so fitted should be held in position with 
cne foot, and about half the upper bead 
on each side of the valve is pressed home 
with the other foot. The tyre should be 
pressed down with the foot until the 
moulded circumferential rib disappears 
underneath the rim. 

The upper bead is next tackled with the 
feet. Keep the heel well behind the point 
at which the cover is already on, and 
tread the tyre with a sole and heel action, 
alternately on each side of the valve, the 
Jast portion to go on being that ‘part 
diametrically opposite the valve. 


DOPBLING THE MILEAGE OF TYRES. 


The average tyre will give more than 
double its usual mileage if owners adopt 
the following simple practice :—Keep each 
tyre inflated to the prescribed pressure, 
and test it once a week; attend sper 
to cuts, clean out well, rasp walls of the 
cut, and fill them up with stopping 
solution; do not overload car, use the 
brakes sparingly, and drive with care. 


INCREASING M.P.G. 


I know a lot of motorists who, to obtain 
a greater mileage per gallon, are con- 
tinually experimenting with different 
si jets and carburetter adjustments. 
Tfiy seem to overlook the fact that these 
adjustments have been carried out by the 
manufacturers over long periods of 
testing, and thaf the carburetters, as they 
leave the factory, are those out of whieh 
the owner will not only get the most in 
power, but also in economy. To try and 
improve on them is little better than waste 


la time. If this time were spent in 
keeping the engine clean, far better 
results would be obtained. Decar- 
bonisation, touching up the valves, chang- 
ing the oil in the sump every thousand 
miles, will enable an engine to run 
mechanically to the limit of its economy, 
and, in addition, to give of its best on the 
petrol consumed. 


CHANGE YOUR PLUGS PERIODICALLY. 


All things grow old, and plugs are no 
exception to this inexorable law. Muny a 
driver who has carried on for a third or 
even fourth season’ with the same set of 
plugs would. receive an agreeable s.irprise 
if he fitted a new set, which very fre- 
quently impart a remarkable degree of 
liveliness to an engine. With age the 
insulation of plugs becomes leaky, and 
lessens the power of the spark. 


INCREASE OF MOTOR CARS. 


The increase of motor traffic in Ireland 
was never more apparent than during 
Horse Show Week. The collection of cars 
which brought visitors from every county 
in Ireland made quite an exhibit in them- 
selves, not only in the two large parks 
which are under the control of the Royal 
Dublin Society, but on the roads, avenues 
and walks which surround the Society’s 

remises. Our illustration this week— 

lgin and Clyde roads—gives an indication 
of how eight public thoroughfares within 
the vicinity of Ballsbridge were utilised 
for most days of the show by visiting 
motorists as car parks. 


A NEW BUICK CAR, 


General Motors, Ltd., invited their 
dealers in Europe to a luncheon in the 
Piccadilly Hotel, London, last Monday, 
which was followed by an inspection of the 
firm’s new car for 1930. This is a com- 
panion to the well-known Buick car; it is 
built by the Buick Company, but of lesser 
horse-power and price, and it has been 
made to cater for those who have appre- 
ciated the Buick, the price of which, how- 
ever, did not come within their means. 
In the largest banqueting room of the 
hotel the whole range of models were dis- 
played. After the imspection of these 
models, and having heard the details of 
the car and the method of launching it, 
the dealers were transported to the 
Hendon plant of the firm, where they were 
accorded the freedom of the test track, 
and allowed to test out the new car. Mr. 
Andrew Doyle, of Doyle’s Motors, Lid., 
the distributors for General Motors in 
Dublin, after testing one of the models, 
expressed the opinion that the new car 
was an amazing production. The details 
of the car will be made public next Mon- 
day.

“Henry was a king,” are the opening 


‘words of Mr. Hackett’s book; and a few 


lines later it is said: “But if Henry 
was anointed with a holier oil than 
Rockefeller-Morgan or Inchcape-Lever- 
hulme, he gig power in a manner no 
less typical and no less instinctive. He 
was a magnate to his finger-tips.”” As 
a magnate, then, is Henry VIII. treated ; 
as the central figure of half-a-century. of 
English life. He is given the setting of 
a King, but he is made to live as if he 
were an oil or pork “ king” of to-day 
rather than that of “Prince” of the 
sixteenth century, which might have posed 
as a-model for Machiavelli. Here is the 
man of great. ambition, very astute and 
overbearing, with strong passions and a 
cultivated selfishness, who is, neverthe- 
less, a man of learning, of charm, and of 
taste. It is a Henry, but it is. not 
the Henry who was first British King of 
Ireland. The book: is a personal impres- 
Sion, strong with the personality of its 
author, packed with detail, and more 
readable than most novels. The book will 
probably anger serious historians, and 
arouse all the controversial instincts of 
most of its historically-minded readers. 
“To. be then-minded, to use imagina- 
tion. and intuition, to suggest life—this 
is the task of the psycho-historian,” says 
Mr. Hackett. ., But history is one thing 
and ~ biography - quite . another; ‘and 
Mr. “Hackett would .seem. to. be more 
interested in the historical background 
than in the” personality who ought to 
occupy the front of his picture. He has 
none of Mr. Lytton Strachey’s irony, nor 
had he that serenity and _ restraint. 
which give Mr. Strachey’s historical- 
biographical studies their charm. 
Occasionally it seems as if Mr. Hackett 
had set out deliberately to write a “ best- 
seller,’ and a “‘ best-seller’? his book has 
been in America, and is likely to become 
in England. Some óof it is hasty and slip- 
shod, but, on the whole, it is probably 
the most readable book of its kind pub- 
lished for a long time. That much serious 
study has gone to its writing is obvious 
from the first page to the last, and it 
marks its author once more as the 
extremely attractive personality revealed 
in his ‘‘Horizons’’ and “Ireland ”' 
several years ago.

Some of the character sketches in- 
cluded in the book are so vivbl] that they 
might have been ‘taken from a con- 
temporary American, newspaper. Of 
Katherine Parr, Henry’s fifth wife, who 
survived him, it is said; “Katherine 
Parr was a lady of the Court, but one of 
those who push up by themselves in any 
society, out of. season or in season, 
affluent in their natures, well-moulded, 
rich, gracious, like a crocus under autumn 
leaves. She possessed the odd gift that 
can turn anyone not a monster into a 
human being—the solvency of good will.’’ 
Of Henry himself: ‘“‘ There was in 
the eyes that living twinkle, halí- 
humorous and half-malicious, which may 
be as kind as dew or as cruel as broken 
glass. With ears laid back, fists doubled, 
feet widely splayed, the shoulders built 
out with velvét and the stomach at anchor, 
this was a ponderable man, square and 
imperturbable—until one viewed the face, 
which gave his firmness and impressive 
nobility that a swivelling gun confers on 
a bastion. Through long years he had 
learned to plant himself in his own sort 
of genial«island independence, and, with 
one eye Wide open and the left narrowed, 
he looked at once crafty and debonnaire.”’ 

These quotations will give, at the same 
time, ideas of the author’s style and point 
of view. Always he is readable, always 
exciting, keeping the reader on the stretch 
all the time, ‘but always lacking that 
essence which seems to be diffused by Mr. 
Lytton Strachey alone among the 
“ psycho-historians.”” In Mr. Francis 
Hackett’s book is the material for an 
excellent film, but in it, too, there is a 
story to keep a reader up all night to 
read.

TRADE WITHIN THE

N this short work, welcomed as ‘the 
logical successor to his “Trade 
Abroad,’’ Mr. Herbert ably advocates the 
ideal of the economic unity‘of the British 
Empire. America’s prosperity and 
economic independence is due, he main- 
tains, not to her tariff policy, but to the 
unified economic policy of her various 
States. 

Frankly, he is principally interested in 
England; for, in the _ illuminating 
analysis which he gives in statistical 
form, it is obvious that his main thesis 
is that the colonies and Dominions are 
not buying as much from Britain as they 
might buy. He would be well satisfied if 
these came up to the standard of the 
Irish Free State, which derives 86 per 
cent. of its imports from the British 
Empire, and 95 per cent. of this amount 
from its immediate neighbour. Mr.

A YOUTHFUL ARTIST 


HE word “prodigy” is hardly an 
extravagance. Miss Joan Manning- 
Sanders is now sixteen years of age; yet, 
at last year's Academy, her painting, 
‘‘The Brothers,” created a furore, while 
this year “ The Concertina Players’’ was 
a worthy, if just faintly . reminiscent 
successor, and sold at the Academy 
just closed for £350. . Except for the 
brief, six-paged introduction by Mr. R. 
H. Wilenski, we are given nothing save 
thirty-two beautiful reproductions of. the 
young artist's work, evolving from early 
religious themes in pencil and water- 
colour to the later character studies in 
oils.

The book records the adventures of a 
man who was sent as a peril exile to 
Australia “in 1825, and his life there 
until 1844. It ides a picture of life 
there which will revolt. many, but. will 
certainly thrill others not so squeamish. 
As. a presentation of a Colony in the 
making, nothing can surpas; its vivid 
reality ; ‘through its pages human nature 
walks naked,. with. all its -animalism 
revealed, and .with only an occasional 
gleam to show that still the thing that 
we call ‘‘humanity’” continues te exist. 
‘The book will bring home to all who read 
it. the reason for the upgrowth in 
Australia of that type of outlaw which 
is known as a “ bush-ranger,”’ and will 
make the penny-dreadfuls about such folk 
as Ned Kelly the tamest of reading. 

Ralph Rashleigh was certainly a bad 
lot. Nominally a lawyer’s clerk, he was 
in reality a burglar, and only a series 
of accidents brought him within the 
clutches of the law. Having escaped 
from prison, accident again led to his 
recapture and condemnation to transporta- 
‘tion for life. Quite the most touching 
thing in the book is his description of the 
loss of his burgled hoard at one inn while 
he was hiding in another. Life on the 
hulks, and the journey to Australia, in 
which a mutiny is recorded, are horribly 
fascinating—all the more horrible when 
it is remembered that emigrants were 
little better provided for thaa convicts. 
Arrived in Australia, he was posted to a 
convict settlement, where he was treated 
with the utmost brutality by the petty 
tyrants who herded the convicts. 

The work was most arduous, utte-ly 
beyond the strength of a London 
clerk, but because he could not perform 
his allotted tasks he was flogged 
repeatedly, and always half-starved. In 
the course of a journey from one job to 
another he was taken prisoner by a ganz 
of bush-rangers, who burned the home 
and all the occupants of one who had 
befriended him. With the gang he was 
compelled to assist in the murder of some 
of the overseers—one unfortunate man was 
tied down on an ant-heap and left there 
to die. He was maltreated by the bush- 
rangers for assisting a friend to escape 
them, and when recapturel by the 
authorities he was condemned to be 
hanged. The sentence was commuted, but 
he was sent to the coal-mines as punish- 
ment. Later he was sent to work, naked, 
in ‘the lime-burning gang, but from this 
torment he managed to escape, and lived 
for years with the natives in preference 
tc returning to the convict settlements. 
For twenty years this clerk was starved, 
kicked, overworked and flogged in the 
‘hante of the law, and when he finally 
escaped he was adopted by a tribe of 
natives, rescued some white women from 
death and torture, was pardoned, and 
died riddled by the spears of the natives 
among whom he had lived. It is a story 
that will thrill and anger, but it has a 
ring of sincerity about it that makes it 
a fascinating book to read. The English 
Book Society hardly could have selected 
a more appropriate book for holiday 
reading.

A CHAPTER OF EARLY 
ENGLISH. HISTORY.

WHAT MIGHT HAVE 
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(By “ M. U. E.”) 


A? various times in history there have 
been moments when some minor 
accident, such as the outcome of a battle 
or the life of a particular man or woman, 
has decided the course which a nation’s 
destiny was to follow. The saying that, 
if Cleopatra’s nose had been half an inch 
longer, the history of the world would 
have been different may or may not be 
true, but there can be no doubt that 
modern civilisation would not be what it 
is to-day but for the Consul Nero’s 
famous march to the Metaurus, or King. 
Theodoric’s heroic charge on the Hunnish 
right at Chalons. 

There are other instances without 
number, but one of the most far- 
reaching is the quite ordinary fact that 
King Knut, or, as he is called sometimes, 
Canute, did not. live’ for another decade. 

Since the beginning of the present 
century we have heard a great deal about 
the desirability, or otherwise, of a Nordic 
empire, and it may be held that the 
recent war was modern Germany’s sub- 
conscious effort to achieve the Nordic im- 
pertum of which Knut was deprived only 
by his death. As might have been 
expected, the lapse of nine centuries made 
many alterations in the conception of the 
scheme, and we may doubt whether the 
Junkers of 1914 gave much attention to 
the long-ago project of the son of Sweyn 
l'orkbeard. 


THE ROMAN TRADITION. 


The nationalism that started to rear its 
head in the fifteenth and _ sixteenth 
centuries, and may be said to-day to have 
achieved, if, indeed, it has not passed, its 
zenith, narrowed the outlook of the 
Wilhelmstrasse till the idea of a dominant 
Germany, an amplification of Prussian 
hegemony, obscured the wider outlook of 
Knut. This ‘attitude, perhars, was 
inevitable, but it defeated its own end. 
Many communities will accept the 
principle that one section among them 
should be primus inter pares, but a 
willing helot is foreign to human nature. 
Very different, however, was the state of 
Europe in the thousandth year of our era. 

It must be remembered that the Roman 
tradition long outlived Roman rule. 
While the weakness that permitted the 
decline of Rome came from within, the 
blows that destroyed it were from without. 
The cives Romani, whether Gaul or 
Iberian, showed little desire to throw off 
the yolk of the Cesars, until the northern 
hordes, by persistent invasion, had 
hammered them into nations. Even the 
barbarians themselves, dazzled by the 
clittering semblance of power, and blind 
to its decay, saw in the letters S.P.Q.R. 
the quintessence of perfect polity. It 
was on this miasma that Charlemagne 
built up his empire, and when, late in 
life, he wept as he watched the Viking 
ships coasting past. Normandy and foresaw 
the woes they would bring upon his sub- 
jects, he did not realise that he was he- 
moaning the great future of his own kind. 
Dying Rome lived on in his breast, as it 
did in that of Clovis. 


AMBITIOUS NORTHMEN. 


Meanwhile, the inhabitants of the 
Baltic and Scandinavian shores were 
beginning to coalesce from small settle- 
ments into larger units, as increased 
resistance to their forays demanded larger 
efforts on their part. It is a mistake to 
regard the Northmen as wholly barbaric. 
While a religion, of which Valhaila was 
the goal, bespoke their vigour, the germs 
of the gentler arts were carried by the 
Skalds from homestead to homestead. 
Even in matters of government some of 
their more powerful jarls were tolerably 
proficient, and succeeded in welding 
quarrelsome iebllecheibe into kingdoms. 
It was a Northman, Rurik, who was in- 
vited by the inhabitants of the Slavonic 
interland to rule over them, and so laid 
the foundations of future Russia. Indeed, 
a stock that produced such men as Sweyn 
in Sweden, Harold Fairhair in Norway, 
and Alfred the Great in England, cannot 
be considered to have lacked all political 
sense, 

The Roman legacy dictated that Nordic 
civilisation should follow a Latin bent, 
even as in later times, the energy of the 
Czar Peter imposed a western veneer on 
his Russian subjects. So strong was the 
Latin bias, owing to its long start, that 
it never occurred to any ruler, whose 
position enabled him to take a hand in 
the shaping of his people’s future, to 
break away from it. The shadow of the 
eternal city lay across the world, even as 
the elegance of Versaillesgpermeated the 
petty courts of later Germany. Indeed, 
this latter fact may be regarded as a 
proof of the former. 


TOWARDS THE COMMONWEALTH. 


The first man to conceive the germs of 
an idea of a Nordic Empire was Knut, nor 
could circumstances have placed him 
better for the carrying out of such a 
scheme. By the death of Edmund in 1016 
he became King of all England, and in 
1018 he succeeded Harold as King of 
Denmark. It is significant that it was 
about this time that he suddenly changed 
from the ferocious murderer of hostages 
to the monarch whose wisdom and 
moderation gave rise to the famous story 
of the tide, by which he rebuked the 
sycophancy of his courtiers. 
was well held, but the pacification of dis- 
tracted England provided plenty of scope 
for his genius. The four great earldoms 
of Wessex, East Anglia, Mercia and 
Northumberland were the first steps by 
whicu he limited the power of the 
boisterous thanes, and, unlike Norman 
William fifty years later, he displayed no 
narrow parochialism in his choice of 
instruments. As early as 1018, he paid off 
his Danish warriors, retaining only the 
crews of some forty ships as the nucleus 
of a standing army. Wherever possible, 
Englishmen were raised to high office, and 
it was to Knut that the house of Godwine 
owed its power. In 1030 King Olaf died, 
and Norway was added to the growing 
empire. 

The position was almost ripe. Along 
al] the coasts of northern Europe Viking 
communities. were developing into per- 
manent settlements. Northern Ireland, 
along its coastline, was more or less 
colonised by the deseendents of the 
warriors who, some hundred and fifty 
vears before, had come. west-over-sea with 
Torgisl. Even in distant. Myklegaard, 
as they called Constantinople, the 
Varangians were the only trustworthy 
support of the tottering successors cf 
Justinian and Heraelius. All these com- 
munities might—we may almost say, 
must—in time, have formed at least a 
confederacy with the central power in 
England, if that power had continued but 
a little longer. The British Common- 
wealth of SA | oot a nomine, and 
resting on a culture, thus would 
have been icipated by many hundreds 
of years. It is impossible to say whether 
this dénouement would have been for the 
better or for the worse.

Mixed History. 


When General Eoin O’ Duffy welcomed 
representatives of the French police at the 
Civic Guard Dépét in Phenix Park last 
week, I am afraid, says a correspondent, 
that his history was a little mixed. “ These 
Civic Guards,’’ he is reported as saying 
of the Guards who recently visited France, 
‘‘were the worthy sons of their fore- 
fathers, the Wild Geese, who gave their 
lives in the service of France and fought 
under the golden Fleur-de-Lys to the 
strains of the Marseillaise in Clare’s 
Dragoons and in the regiments of Sars- 
field, Lally, MacMahon and Tone.” 

I need hardly point out that Sarsfield 
was dead a hundred years before the 
Marseillaise was sung. Furthermore, 
although the Wild Geese fought under the 
Fleur-de-Lys gallantly for a century, they 
sided with all that the Revolution attacked. 
The régime that made the Marseillaise 
France’s national anthem decreed the dis- 
bandment of the Irish Brigade, and it is 
recorded that the last Colonel of the 
Brigade had wished to fire upon the people 
of Paris, only being forbidden through 
the humane sentiments of King Louis. 
When the French throne was re-estab- 
lished, a banner was given by the King 
to the last representative of the Irish 
royalists, bearing the legend ‘‘ Semper et 
Ubique Fideles, 1691-1791.”

Ballsbridge Accidents. 


Considering the tremendous rivalry, and 
the great number of contestants in the 
annual competitions at the Horse Show, 
serious accidents are fortunately rare, and 
the only one ending fatally, before the 
universally lamented occurrence which 
caused the death of Brigadier Malise 
Graham at this year’s Show, occurred 
some thirty years ago. Mr. Shirley-Ball, 
of Geraldstown Castle, Navan, Co. Meath, 
was riding Mr. A. Caruth’s Paddy, a 
horse he had often ridden before, at the 
Show of 1899. Paddy, on landing over 
the first fence, in Competition A pecked, 
and threw his rider over his head. Mr. 
Bal] struck the hard ground violently and 
was knocked senseless.’ Dr. E. H. Taylor 
and Dr. Norman Thompson were at once 
in attendance, and the injured rider was 
taken in an ambulance to a private 
hospital in Lower Mount street, where it 
was found that he was suffering from 
concussion of the brain and intra-cranial 
hemorrhage. Sir Thornley Stoker was 
called into consultation, but, despite al! 
that medical skill could do, poor 
“Shirley,” as he was popularly known, 
died early next morning. Shirley A. W. 
H. Shirley-Ball was eldest son of Captain 
A. W. Shirley-Ball, of the 8th Hussars, 
and a nephew of the late Sir Nugent T. 
Everard, Bart. ‘‘ Shirley’’ when at 
college at Cheltenham was a_ noted 
distance runner. He played cricket for 
County Meath, and was a prominent 
rider with the Meaths and Wards. He 
was only 29 years of age when he met 
his untimely end.

He slid from his perch, rushed to 
his hotel, snatched up his bag, and made 
past the watchers, paralysed into inaction, 
with all his legs towards the railway 
station.

Next there came a steam yacht of over 
1,000 tons,. straight from the builder's 
yard at Kiel, it was said. Now there has 
arrived the fore and aft schooner Wander 
Bird. 

If you are in touch with sea life the 
Wander Bird would hit your eye the first 
moment you saw her. A yacht very 
evidently—look at the house flag and the 
burgee—but one also of the class of 
Hilare Belloc’s Nono or Conor O’Brien’s 
Saoirse. That is to say, a deep sea ship, 
as her high sides and evident look of 
power in a seaway go to suggest. 

Curious about her, I asked a yacht 
hand. ‘‘She is a yacht,’’ he said, 
‘‘ registered out of San Francisco, and she 
flies the New York Y.C. burgee; but she 
was a German pilot boat, I am certain, 
for I have seen them often in the North 
Sea.”’ 

This proved to be a fact. On inquiry I 
discovered that the Wander Bird was 
built at Hamburg, and, purchased by an 
American gentleman, was reconditioned 
as a yacht for the purpose of making a 
training ship for boys. She has been five 
weeks now in British waters, coming 
there from Deauville to Falmouth, and 
from thence to Kingstown. She is due to 
leave to-day for the Clyde. 

She depends upon sail alone, and will 
cross the Atlantie in September en route 
to ’Frisco, where she will start next year 
on a cruise to Labrador. There should be

Penny-a-Gallon Ink. 


A journalist friend of mine, who looks 
on pencil and fountain pen with equal 
contempt, uses the cheapest ink in the 
world.

In Far-off Libya. 


Mrs. McGrath has chosen as centres for 
her travels many unexplored regions. In 
1920 she went to Libya, which had not 
been visited by any European for forty 
years. In 1922 and 1923 she was travel- 
ling in the unknown Asir, and then, after 
a short stay at home, was off again on a 
cinema expedition to Abyssinia. All her 
explorations have been followed by the 
publication of valuable books of 
reminiscences. 

In 1925 Mrs. McGrath issued “ From 
Red Sea to Blue Nile,’”’ and she has 
written an interesting book on the position 
of the Arabs in art and literature. She 
has also a long list of successful novels, 
including “The Jewel in the Lotus”’ 
(published in 1922), ‘“‘Quest’’ (1922), 
‘‘Sirocco’’ (1927, and “ Adventure ’’ 
(1928). 

During the European War she rendered 
valuable national service as an ambulance 
worker, and she holds two war medals. 
Only recently she has returned from a tour 
in Albania, where she has been working 
on a colour film now in preparation for 
public exhibition. Here she had many 
exciting adven‘ures, and the lecture which 
she will probably prepare from her 
material shou'd be well worth hearing.

His defence 
would have come more appropriately as an 
explanation of his answer “ Yes” or “ No” 
to my query as to whether the Irish banks 
charge a higher rate than the English banks 
on the same security offered,

BELFAST, Thursday. 

HE latest information available in 

Belfast regarding the Lough Foyle 
problem is extremely vague in its nature, 
although it hints at compromise. It is 
stated that the question of jurisdiction 
will be considered by the British and 
the Free State Governments within the 
next two months, and in some quarters it 
is thought that the ultimate result will be 
the joint control of the matters in dispute 
by North and South. Such a settlement, 
however, might not find favour with the 
politicians, whose slogan of ‘‘not an 
inch” still echoes throughout the Six 
Counties. They contend that the whole of 
Lough Foyle is a part of County London- 
derry, and, if Ulster had not been torn 
asunder, there would have been no trouble, 
but the border brought a large portion of 
the ancient province into the Free State, 
with consequent complications. 

So far as the fishery rights are con- 
cerned, there should be no difficulty from 
the legal point of view, but the question 
of national jurisdiction bears quite a 
different aspect, and it will require both 
wisdom and patience to solve this strange 
puzzle of the waters, For the final decision 
the Northern Government can only ' sit 
and wait,” as, of course, its powers are 
limited, but no doubt its claims—if it has 
made any—will receive careful considera- 
tion from the imperial authorities. The 
question of jurisdiction has never been 
argued before any Court, although cases 
have come before both Northern and 
Southern tribunals, and the only com- 
petent authority to decide it appears to be 
at Westminster. All should hope that it 
will be a friendly settlement, without 
leaving any trace of bitterness. 


FRANK ADMISSION. 


As an expert in agriculture Sir 
Edward Archdale has few superiors, and 
the Ministry over which he wresides so 
ably has done splendid work; but as a 
politician he does not shine. Perhaps, it 
is just as well, as otherwise his attention 
might be detracted from more serious con- 
siderations. Speaking at a meeting this 
week in commemoration of the relief of 
Derry in the long ago, Sir Edward was 
not particularly happy in his references 
to the unopposed return of two Nation- 
alists—Messrs. Devlin and Harbinson— 
for Tyrone and Fermanagh to the 
Imperial Parliament. He said that, while 
no one doubted the feelings of the loyalists 
of the two counties, as they had gained 
two out of three seats in Fermanagh and 
two out of five seats in Tyrone for the 
Pelfast Parliament, still they were per- 
fectly right in not contesting the seats for 
the British Parliament, as the result 
would have shown a turn-over from a big 
Unionist majority at the previous election 
to a Nationalist majority at the last 
election. Would that, he asked, have been 
satisfactory? The answer, of course, was 
“No.” Such candour is refreshing, as 
it is a frank admission that these horder 
counties are predominantly Nationalist in 
political opinion as well as in numbers, 
with no leaning towards the Unionist 
régime, as has sometimes been said. 

Sir Edward was on more solid ground 
when he contended that there was no 
chance of a united Ireland so long as the 
Fyee State refused to fly the Union Jack 
and did everything possible to show that 
it slighted the imperial connection. On 
that point the North is adamant, and it 
may be that Sir Edward is right when he 
says that the Free State gives them no 
encouragement for a united Ireland. 
There is, paradoxically enough, blind 
vision somewhere. 


VALUE OF CO-OPERATION. 


While there may not be unity, there 
can always be co-operation on questions 
of common interest, and it is gratifying to 
notice that the two Governments come 
t.gether occasionally on questions equally 
affecting both their territories. Such an 
instance is to be found in matters con- 
cerning Lough Erne, whose area, fortu- 
nately, does not present the same diff- 
culties as Lough Foyle. It seems that

THE INQUEST. 

Brigadier Graham was the leader of the 
British military team which competed 
in the military jumping contests at the 
Dublin Horse Show, and his death was 
the result of an accident which took 
place in the field on the second day of 
the show. 

At the inquest, which was held in the 
nursing home yesterday, evidence of 
identification was given by Mr. Chris- 
topher R. Birkbeck, of Buxton, Norfolk, 
a brother-in-law, who said that the 
deceased officer was forty-five years of age.

MR. JUSTICE WYLIE’S EVIDENOE. 

Mr. Justice Wylie, in evidence, said 
that he was among those in the judge's 
box at the international jumping com- 
petition on the 7th inst., and had a 
clear view of the double bank, where the 
accident occurred. The horse which 
Brigadier Graham was riding in essaying 
the jump stumbled, and fell on the bank. 
Brigadier Graham fell on his right side, 
and it appeared to the witness that the 
horse was slightly on top of the officer's 
right leg. When the horse got on his 
feet he saw that Brigadier Graham’s foot 
was caught in the stirrup. 

“I saw him,’’ added Mr. Justice 
Wylie, “endeavouring to release his foot. 
He was unable to do so. He then caught 
the reins in his right hand, apparently 
to try to stop the horse from breaking 
away and dragging him.” 

HOW THE INJURY WAS RECEIVED. 

The horse, the witness went on, then 
jumped from the bank to the ground, the 
rider’s foot being still caught in the 
stirrup. Brigadier Graham then fell 
underneath the horse, which either struck 
him or trod on his face. The officer's foot 
then became disentangled from the 
stirrup, and he turned over on his side. 
He was immediately attended by two 
surgeons who were on the grounds, and 
then was removed in an ambulance. 

In reply to the Coroner (Dr. Louis A. 
Byrne), the witness said that it was a 
pure accident. No one was to blame. He 
was glad to say that in his twenty-five 
years’ experience he never saw a fatal 
accident before at the Dublin Horse Show. 
The dead officer was an absolute expert as 
a horseman. 

EXPRESSIONS OF SYMPATHY. 

Surgeon Pearson said that death was 
due to septic meningitis, following a com- 
pound fracture of the skull, and the jury 
returned a verdict accordingly. 

The Coroner and Surgeon Pearson ex- 
pressed sympathy with the widow and 
relatives of the deceased officer, Mr. Pear- 
son remarking at the same timg that he 
wished to bear testimony to thé splendid 
courage and patience shown during his 
illness by Brigadier Graham, who never 
made the least complaint, and also to the 
magnificent courage shown by Mrs. 
Graham. 

Mr. Justice Wylie, on behalf of the 
Royal Dublin Society, joined in the ex- 
pression of sympathy, and said that 
Brigadier Graham’s death would be re- 
gretted not only in Ireland and in his own 
country, but all over the world’ He was 
one of the best sportsmen, whether as a 
judge in the ring or as a competitor on 
the field of sport. 

Mr. Edward Bohane, director of the 
Royal Dublin Society; Superintendent 
Walsh, Civic Guard, and the jury also 
tendered sympathy. 

Mr. Birkbeck returned thanks, and said 
that he was grateful also to everyone who 
rendered assistance on the show ground, 
and to those who afterwards did so much 
for Brigadier Graham.

LIMERICK FIRE BRIGADE 
PROTEST. 


At a meeting of the Limerick Fire Brigade 
Council, a letter was read from Dr. 
McLoughlin, managing director of the Elec- 
tricity Supply Board, replying to a letter 
from the Council drawing attention to the 
danger from accidents to the Brigade while 
coping with fires in consequence of the new 
electric overhead wires through the city. 

Dr. McLoughlin stated that there was no 
danger, in the circumstances, from overhead 
wires in cases of fire outbreaks. This should 
be evident, as such wires had been in 
existence in other cities for years. In cases 
of fire the usual precaution was to have the 
electricity supply cut off from the mains 
supplying the premises. 

e Mayor, Councillor Keys, said that 
the Jetter was somewhat contradictory. They 
were first told that there was no danger, and 
then told to cut off the electricity supply 
Many of their footpaths were less than sx 
feet from the houses, and there was cane 
of water contact with the overhead electricity 
wires. 

Alderman O’Flynn said that such contact 
would necessarily kill a fireman. using a 
hose or nozzle. The Board beli¢ved that 
the people of Limerick were overcredulous.

Al crowd listened to the proceedings 
in the Naas District Court yesterday, when 
thirty-two tenants of a bg try nd and 
artisans’ cottages were decreed for possession 
at. the suit of the Urban Council. on 

The Court ings were a sequel to 
the tenants’ fefusal to pay increases of rent 
recently imposed. 

Mr. O'Donnell, barrister-at-law, said that 
the Naas Council was the first in the British 
Isles to institute such proceedings against 
their tenants. The case was of tremendous 
importance, because thousands of cottiers in 
the Free State would be afiected by the 
result. i 

Mr. Salmon said that the financial position 
of the Council made it necessary for it to 
take this action. There were people with 
very large incomes refusing to pay a meagre 
increase on nominal rents. The houses were 
a dead loss to the Council, and it was unfair 
that the general body of ratepayers should 
be called upon to subsidise such people. 

Mr. Nicholas Byrne, one of the tenants and 
a raember of the Council, stated, in reply 
to Mr. Salmon, that he refused on principle 
to pay the increase. 

Mr. Salmon— You are a national teacher !— 
Yes. 

And your wife is a national teacher 7— Yes. 

And the joint salaries of two teachers are 
going into one house with a rental of 6s. a 
week !—Yes. 

Do you expect the Council to 
continue at that rent’-—I do. 

Did you vote against the resolution increas- 
ing the rents ?—Yes. 

Are you aware that a councillor is liable 
to penalties and disqualification for voting 
on a matter in which he is an interested 
party’—I was not aware of that. 

Mr. Salmon—Well, beware! -beware! 

The Justice said that he would put a slay 
on the execution of the decrees, and he 
looked forward to an amicable settlement by 
next Court. All concerned were decent 
people fighting on a question of principle, and 
it would be a pity if good relations were not 
restored between the parties.

The Tramways Strike. 


As a result of a dispute concerning rates 
of wages, some two thousand employés of 
the Dublin United Tramways Company 
have gone on strike, and Dublin yesterday, 
for the first time in ten years, was without 
For some time past it has been 


tramcars. 
obvious that the tramway workers would 


|mot consent to further reductions in their 


wages without a struggle, and. it was 
equally obvious that the company would 
be forced to reduce its expenditure by 
every possible means. Since the advent of 
the motor omnibus on the streets of Dublin 
the tramways have been losing popularity 
steadily. With commendable enterprise 
the Tramways Company met the omnibrs 
companies on their own ground by the 
of but 
passenger receipts continued to fall, and 
only last month the company was com- 
pelled to pass its interim dividend. In 
these circumstances the management de- 
cided to impose a wages “cut” of ten 
per cent, all round on its employés. The 
men refused point-blank to accept this 
reduction, declaring that they already had 
made substantial sacrifices in the interests 
of economy, and that they could not afford 
to allow their wages to be reduced any 
farther. A series of conferences was held 
between representatives of the company 


inauguration motor services ; 


and of the men, but without avail; and 
finally the Free State Ministry for Industry 
and Commerce intervened. A meeting, 
under the chairmanship of Mr. Campbell 
Ferguson, was held on Wednesday, when 
a last-minute effort was made to prevent 
a stoppage. Both sides held fast, however, 
refusing to compromise, with the result 
that the meeting was abandoned without 
result. At midnight on Wednesday the 
strike began. The workers took their 
vehicles back to the several dépéts in good 
order, but yesterday morning they did not 
appear at their posts, and there was not a 
single ‘tramcar on the streets throughout 
the day.: Fortunately for the general 
public, although the Tramway Company’s 
omnibus services also are affected, the 
other omnibus companies rose to the occa- 
sion, and augmented services helped to a 
considerable extent to lessen the incon- 
venience caused by the absence of tram- 
cars, | 

During the last few years a chaotic 


1 condition of affairs has been created in 


Dublin. Omnibus services have sprung 


| up almost overnight, virtually without | 


control of any kind. Far-sighted persons, 
who realised that a crisis sooner or later 
must be precipitated, have been trying to 
persuade the Free State Government to 


establish a Transport Ministry for the co-- 


ordination’ of control over traffic’ of- all 
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grapple with the problem, which is grow- 
ing daily more acute. If there had been 


free State, we do not believe that the 
present strike ever would have occurred. 
The dispute has its roots in the 
‘cut-throat ’ competition which has been 
in progress for several years, and th» 
Government, undoubtedly, is to blame for 
its neglect. The actual. merits of the 
dispute are not difficult to analyse. Both 
sides have a case. The Tramway Com- 
pany, which has a capital of some 
£2,500,000, and pays very large sums 
every year in way-leaves, must think 
of its, shareholders, and hardly can 
be blamed for its effort to reduce 
expenses in the hope of being able to 
maintain its dividends. The workers, 
drivers and conductors alike are a body of 
very decent men, whose record as public 
servants is excellent. , They are efficient 
and courteous in the exercise of their daily 
duties; they are good citizens, and as a 
body they have -no. sympathy with 
extremism of any kind. It is one of those 
cases, like that of the coal industry in 
England, in which economic stress bears 
equally heavily on masters and men. The 
tramway industry is declining, and cannot 
be expected to yield more in wages than 
it earns in fares. We regret very much 
that the dispute should have been allowed 
to culminate in a stoppage which can 
benefit nobody, and we appeal to both 
sides to come together again and adjust 
their differences in a reasonable way before 
irreparable damage has been done. 


The World’s Agriculture, 


We gave an account recently of a survey 
of British agriculture which went to show 
that the English small holder is managing 
to survive. The depression which weighs 
upon English and Irish farming is not 
peculiar to these islands. It is a world- 
wide phenomenon. Everywhere the farmer 
is fighting against novel difficulties. 
Everywhere he is less prosperous than the 
city worker; everywhere the agricultural 
labourer is paid poorer wages than his 
brother who is employed by industrial 
and commercial concerns. Nowhere, 
apparently, can the farmer pay his men 
well and also pay his way. A writer in 
the Review of Reviews says that through- 
out the United States and the larger 
countries of Western Europe the area of 
cultivated land is shrinking. Since 1900 
no less an area than 5,000,000 acres has 
gone out of cultivation in France. In 
Germany, since 1913, the decline of arable 
acres totalled some 14,000,000. In Great 
Britain the shrinkage has been in process 
for half a century. Three-fifths of 
England’s cultivated soil were ploughed 
in 1871; to-day three-fifths are under 
permanent grass. The land tilled 
Russia has dwindled; in the United 
States it has declined by a fifth. What 
has happened in Ireland is a tragic story 
that is familiar to all Irishmen, and is 
written for every traveller to read in the 
traces of old tillage that may be seen all 
over the savannahs of the once-populous 
Midlands. With the corn the people have 
passed from the land. The agricultural 
population of France has shrunk from 
three-quarters to less than a half. In 
England, young workers are disappearing 
from the soil, so that the farms remain in 
the hands of a dying generation. . Since the 
Great War no fewer than four million 
people have left the farms of the United 
States. In Australia 62 per cent. of the 
people now dwell in cities, and in Canada 
there are as many people in the towns as 
in the countryside. 

The state of agriculture has been com- 
plicated in a curious manner by the -very 
factor to simplify it. 
especially in the 
mechanical power, are 
essential to success in modern farming ;

progressive farmers have 
availed themselves of the resources of 
science, ‘the outcome has been excessive 
production on a diminished area of 
cultivation, to the consequent injury ol 
the whole farming community. Thus— 
to take a typical example—between tue 
years 1910 and 1915, the number of farm 
workers in the United States decreased 
by 15 per cent., yet production increased 
by 20 per cent. Between 1910 and 1920, 
the average output of a farm worker in 
America increased by 30 per cent. The 
land grows more fruitiul under scientific 
treatment, and machines plough the 
sow the seeds and reap the 
On the other hand, 
production in any branch of economic 
activity has a cruel, but efficient, way of 
correcting itself. Impoverighed producers 
retire irom activity, and sudden shortage 
drives up prices, Will this come to pass 
in agriculture? There is, moreover, as 
the writer in the Review of Reviews 
observes, a sense in which production 
still is insufficient. More wheat is offered 
than the market can buy, yet there cre 
vast populations in the world which stil! 
are under-ied. In Russia, China and 
India, millions still suffer chronically from 
hunger. H might be added that even in 
England many nourishing foodstuffs are 
little eaten by the poorer masses owing to 
the excessive cost. In Ireland, fruit is eaten 
and milk is drunk less than could be 
desired in the interests of national] health. 
Throughout the world, in effect, produc- 
tion is but ill-adjusted to consumption. 
Ultimately, by international agreement 
or hard necessity, specialised production 
will ensure to every fruitful soil its proper 
place in the service of humanity.

** Creeping Barrage.” 


By the sudden death of Lord Horne 
another name is added to the Pantheon 
of military history. Success in war always 
has rested with the man who was able to 
conceive a method of attack superior to 
that of the text-books of his day. It was 
the proper use of intensive archery that 
brought fame to Sir John Chandos and 
the open strategic square that won the 
campaigns of Napoleon Bonaparte. In a 
war .where, owing to its magnitude, 
strategy on the grand scale was deemed 


to be impossible, Lord Horne discovered 
the ‘‘ creeping barrage.” It is immaterial

“bility and committed himself to its us-. 
Those who participated in its trial on the 
Vimy Ridge, and later fought under its 
fully devel egis in the great Somme 
battle of September 15th, 1916, will 
appreciate its worth. In later battles the 
creeping barrage was as much a sine qua 
non of ‘all operation orders as the box 
respirator or the machine-gun. Certain 
French experts even. went so far as to hold 
that, unless a proportion of the attacking 
army’s casualties were due to their own 
artillery fire, their total casualties would 
be disproportionately greater. In the 
earlier phases of ‘the war a certain cleavage 
showed itself between infantry and artillery. 
An ignorance of each other’s work led to 
estrangement, but after the spring of 1916 
no battalion felt comfortable without the 
assurance of a ready support from the 
gunners. Lord Horne, by his “creeping 
barrage,” did more than contribute to the 
success of an attack; he promoted con- 
fidence between two arms of the Service. 
In a welter of publicity many flowers in 
the Great War blushed unseen ; for diplo- 
matic or propagandist reasons geese were 
turned momentarily into swans. Slowly 
the truth is emerging, and among those 
whose work made victory possible the name 
of Lord Horne ever will be prominent. 


Irish Eggs. 


The new regulations by which it is enacted 
that all eggs preserved by cold storage 
and intended for export to Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland must be marked with 
the Irish Free State design in black ink 
are most praiseworthy. Already the efforts 
of the Ministry for Agriculture have made 
the Saorstit a serious menace to the 
Danish supremacy in the egg trade, and 
it is only by sustained endeavour that this 
advantage can be pressed home. This com- 
prehensive measure ought considerably to 
advance the position of the Irish dairy 
farmer. There are few trades which, if 
properly managed, yield a larger return. 
Before the Bolshevist régime made supplies 
dificult to obtain, a few English companies 
earned huge dividends from the shipment 
of Russian eggs to Hull and London. A 
small capital could be turned over once 
at least every three or four weeks, and 
the frequency was governed only by the 
time of transit. One company during the 
two years before 1914 earned 400 per cent. 
on its paid-up capital. The sea voyage 
from Libau, whence the eggs were shipped, 
to London occupies a little over two days, 
while only a few hours are necessary to 
reach an English port from Ireland. In 
these circumstances there would appear 
to be no reason why Irish associations, 
provided that their collecting range 
extends over a sufficient area and their 
overhead and producing costs are limited 
to a minimum, should not attain at least 
an equal success. Indeed, the higher 
standard of the Irish egg, so jealously 
guarded by authority, ought to render the 
task easier. It is not too much to say 
that an intensive and properly managed 
egg industry could become the bulwark of 
Saorstát finance.

Extra-territorial Rights in China. 


So much attention has been directed to- 
wards the proceedings at The Hague, and 
the proposed Anglo-Egyptian treaty that 
the position in China has rather escaped 
the interest that its importance merits. 
Communications between the Governments 
concerned have resulted in a common 
policy on behalf of the treaty Powers con- 
cerning the request of the Chinese Govern- 
ment for the, immediate abandonment of 
their extra-territorial rights. In view ol 
the lack of evidence as to the stability ol 
the present Chinese Administration, it is 
not surprising that the Powers are united 
in refusing to surrender those rights. It 
is understood that the British Note is 
framed in friendly terms, but is firm in 
its declaration that present conditions da 
not warrant handing ever British nationals 
to Chinese jurisdiction.

New British Airships. 


The two great new British airships are 
now being inflated for trials, after which 
they will soon be ready for Empire flights.

The R 100, the’ Burney 
tolls-Royce, is being inflated at Howden, 
Yorkshire, and the Government built 
K. 101 at Cardington, Bedford. RK 100 is 
driven by six petrol engines, developing 
4,200 horse power, which burn petrol and 
will he used for flights between Great 
Britain and Canada, and R 101 will be 
driven. by Diesel engines, burning heavy 
oil, and will make flights to Egypt, 
India, Australia and New Zealand. The 
total cost of both vessels will be in the 
region of one and a half millions. Each 
provides luxurious accommodation for a 
hundred passengers, and, in addition, will 
be able to carry heavy consignments - of 
mails. 


The Royal Yacht. 


Appointments to the Royal yacht 
Victoria and Aibert. are usually the fore- 
runners of high advancement in the 
British Naval Service, most of the Navy’s 
flag officers having at one-time or another 
of their career served in that comfortable 
and not hardly worked craft. The latest 
appointment is that of Commander 
h. G. Bowes-Lyon as navigating officer. 
This new ‘‘pilot”’ is the younger son of 
Colonel the Hon. Francis Bowes-Lyon, and 
a grandson of the thirteenth Earl of 
Strathmore, and, therefore, a first cousin 
of the Duchess of York. For the greater 
part of the war Commander Bowes-Lyon 
was a watch-keeping officer in the battle- 
ship Agamemnon, which took a prominent 
part in the Dardanelles campaign.

ABSENT TRAMCARS AND 


TRAFFIC PROBLEM, 


“Its an ill wind that does nobody good” 
is a wise old saying, and the present tram- 
way strike will come as a blessing—mixed it 
is possible—to those authorities whose task 
it has been for months past to try and evolve 
regulations for the better control of the traffic, 
which in latter days had become a very diffi- 
cult, preblem. 

Many advocates of traffic control had put 
forward the suggestions that reform could 
not. be achieved whilst the trams were al- 
lowed to ply through the central thorough- 
fares of the city, but their ideas could not 
be given a trial. 

The widespread developmeat in’ motor 
traffic, with cars coming on to the streets 
in such great numbers, added to the already 
great numbers of tram cars, contributed to 
make traffic in the city more and more diff- 
cult. Everyone has witnessed the great 
traflic jams tnet daily occurred at such spots 
as the junction of Nassau and Grafton streeis, 
os Green, O'Connell Bridge and Nelson 

ar. 
RELIEF TO TRAFFIC PROBLEM. 

To those who argued that the trams, be- 
cause of their restriction to fixed lines on the 
thoroughfares, contributed largely to those 
blocks, the absence of the tramway cars will 
afford opportunity of trying out how the 
city traffic could be controlled. As a result 
of -observation yesterday, it was evident 
that the absence of trams from the central 
parts of the city brought great relief 
to the traffic problem. An TIrish Times 
representative sought the views of Civic 
Guards on point duty at some of the most 
difficult points, and they expressed the views 
that it was much easier to regulate the 
faster and freer moving traffic. One of them 
at O’Connel]l Bridge said, “It is a gift.” 
This spot, since the removal of the Smith 
O’Brien statue, was becoming daily a greater 
tangle, but yesterday the vehicular traffic 
was maintained in constant flowing lines 
without any great block. 

The same thing was experienced at other 
difficult spots, and observation of these hap- 
penings was made by the traffic experts, who 
have been alive to the opportunity which the 
strike has afforded them of studying the 
question of whether the absence of the trams 
from these central streets would help to 
solve the problem. 

It may be that their observations will 
encourage them to introduce in the Traffic 
Regulations Bill, which is to see light in the 
next session of the Dail, a clause precluding 
trams from the centre of the city. - At least, 
that view was expressed to our representa- 
tive by a leading expert. 


DALKEY TO DUBLIN 
ROAD. 


—— - - 


FREEDOM OF MOVEMENT. 


Unfamiliar and bare looked the road- 
way from Dalkey to Dublin yesterday. 
The big, obtrusive and, as some hold, 
obstructive forms of the tramcars were 
absent from the tracks. The void was 
more than visible, it was disturbing in 
hundreds of instances to the habit of 
years. People who were wont to board 
trams from the footpaths near their door- 
ways and comfortably read their morning 
newspapers into Dublin, had to hasten to 
the railway stations in order to catch 
particular trains.. Having caught the 
train, they were compensated for their 
shorter reading time by the fact that 
they reached town with a later start and 
in quicker time. 

The ’bus owners made little effort to 
supply the need created by the absence 
of trams. ‘Buses arrived full at special 
stopping places on the road to the city 
and left expectant groups disconsolate 
behind them because they could hold no 
more. Bicycles were very much in 
evidence. on the road, many of the 
machines looking as if they had been 
yesurrected into service alter a long period 
of disuse. 


THE PEDESTRIAN. 


Motor traffic was markedly free in its 
movements on the clear roads, which the 
absence of the trams gave them. This 
freedom of motion was. not altogether 
appreciated by trians desiring to 
cross. the roadways. -Formerly they had 
taken cover in the great shadowing 
structure of double-deck trams, which 
could often hold speeding motorists in 
restrain.

STATEMENT BY LORD 
STRICKLAND. 
—— 


Lord Strickland, Prime Minister of 
Malta, with Lady Strickland arrived at 
Plymouth yesterday from Malta, with the 
object of spending a holiday at Sizergh 
Castle, Kendal, Westmoreland, until 
October. . | : 

His lordship told a Press representative. 
that during his stay in England he ex- 
pected to have an opportunity of con- 
ferring with the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies regarding the present situation 
in Malta, arising out of the dispute with 
the Vatican, following the action of the 
Maltese Government in refusing to allow 
the expulsion’ of a Maltese friar by his 
ecclesiastical superior. 

Referring to the statement that he was 
persona non grata with the Holy See, 
Lord Strickland said. that he stood as a 
descendant and representative of those 
who through centuries had suffered, as 
Roman Catholics in England, the loss of 
life, property and civil status, and whose 
exclusion from public life was only termi- 
nated by the Emancipation Act. 


HIS ANCESTOR’S PLEDGE. 

“My ancestor, Sir William Strick- 
land,” he said, “was the secretary of the 
Catholic Committee that made the pledge 
to Pitt that English Catholics would take 
their religion from Rome and their 
politics from themselves.” It was only 
en this principle that practising Catholics 
could continue to be Ministers of the 
King. 

There was no question of discussing the 
infallibility of the Pope on matters 
spiritual, but now that. His Holiness had 
become a temporal sovereign it was all 
the more important that Ministers of the 
King remembered the pledge and their 
duty to their King and country. They 
could not be expected to do anything that 
interfered with that. 

All the parties concerned were at 
present anxious to put an end to the 
tension by establishing a hard and 
fast line of demarcation between’ 
politics and religion. : 

In the course of a conversation with 
Reuter’s representative, Lord Strickland 
said that he had come to. England. for a 
holiday and rest, and would remain until the 
appeal had been heard ‘by the Privy Council 
regarding the two seats of the representatives 
of the Trades Union Council in the Senate, on 
which the Government depended for their 
majority in that branch of the Legislature. 
The fact that he would be here so long, he 
declared, showed that he had no particular 
anxiety regarding affairs in Malta.

PASTORAL WARNING TO 
CATHOLICS, 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


MALTA, Thursday. 

A joint pastoral of the Archbishop ol 
Malta and the Bishop of Gozo was read in 
all the Roman Catholic churches ol both 
dioceses this morning. After exhorting all the 
faithful to join in spirit with the Maltese 
pilgrimage which is about to visit the Pope 
and to omer prayers for the Pope, it ordains, 
inter alia, special functions in all the 
churches, prayers for the Pope and Exposition 
of the Blessed Sacrament. On the following 
Sunday special sermons will be preached in 
all the churches, in which will be explained 
in unequivocal language the rights and duties 
of Catholics towards the Pope, ‘‘ which must 
not be lessened by any pretext.” 

The pastoral goes or to denounce the 
erroneous views and pronouncemeats against 
the Pope by non-Catholis. In the sermons 
the preachers, who wil! be selected specially 
by the Bishops, will be instructed to give 
expression to the Bishops’ condemnation of 
the attitude of a certain section of the 
Maltese Press, as wel. as that of certain 
individuals, against the Pope, and to inform 
the faithful that, after this warning, every 
word or action, in any manner and by any 
person, against ‘‘ the august person of the 
Vicar of Christ,” or against his action, shall 
‘‘incur our condemnation and those punish- 
ments which our sacred ministry confers on 
us.”’ 


“ A BREACH OF DISCIPLINE.” 


The pastoral further declares that ‘‘ it is 
not necessary to wait for an open rebellion 
or an expression of Leretic views on questions 
of faith or morals to intervene on behalf of 
the faithful entrusted to our care; but our 
pastoral duties impel us to take action 
against a breach of discipline in the Church 
and a spread of teachings calculated to under- 
mine the religious spirit vf our people, ending 
by damping their religions fervour and 
destroying their faith.’’ 


BANK OF ENGLAND 
CREDIT. 


CONTRADICTION OF NEW 
YORK RUMOUR, 

The Press Association is authorised by 
the. Bank of England to say that there is 
no truth in the reports from Wall street 
that the Bank of England has completed 
arrangements in New York whereby, at a 
few hours’ notice, it can establish a credit 
of about fifty million pounds. 

The arrangement, according to the un- 
founded reports, was made owing to the 
depleted gold reserves of the Bank of 
England.

cotton stoppage, which involved 
500,000 workers, is over. Mills in a 
position to do so will reopen for work 
on Monday, and wages will be at pre- 
stoppage rates until a Court of Arbi- 
tration has delivered judgment on the 
employers’ application for a reduc- 
tion. 
This, in brief, is the happy result of the 
long conference held at Manchester 
yesterday between the representatives 
of the employers and operatives, the 
object of which was to reach an 
agreement regarding the terms on 
which the dispute could be submitted 
to arbitration. 
The ‘conference lasted eleven hours, with 
short intervals for lunch and tea. 
it broke up at 9.40 p.m. 


Sir Horace Wilson, the Ministry ol 
Labour representative, disclosed the 
result about 10 p.m. His announcement 
was as follows :— 

(1) It is agreed that the application of 

the employers for a reduction of wages 
shall be referred to arbitration. 
(2) The terms of reference shall be the 
employers’ application for a reduction in 
the wages of those classes of workpeople 
covered by the operatives’ amalgamations 
of 25 per cent, on the standard piece 
price list rates of wages, which, in the 
case of operatives who are at present paid 
95 per cent. on standard lists, will “son 
the aggregate percentage additions to such 
lists from 95 per cent. to 70 per cent., 
and mean a reduction of 12.82 per cent. 
on their current wages, and a similar 
reduction of 25 per cent. from other lists, 
which vary from 95 per cent. The reduc- 
tion in the case of those workpeople who 
are not paid on the basis of a standard 
piece price Jist will be in the proportion 
which the above reduction of 25 per cent. 
on list prices bears to the current wages. 

(3) The arbitrators shall examine the 
merits of the application, and, after hear- 
ing the evidence of both sides, make an 
award determining whether, and, if so, 
to what extent, the employers’ claim for a 
reduction of wages is sustained. 

(4) The employers and operatives pledge 
themselves to abide by the award. 

(5) The arbitrators shall be a Board of 
Arbitration, consisting of two persons 
nominated by the employers, two persons 
nominated by the operatives, and an 
independent chairman to be mutually 
agreed upon, the chairman to have the 
full powers of an umpire in the event 
of the other members of the court being 
unable to agree. 

(6) Full liberty of action be given to 
mills capable of doing so to resume work 
on Monday next—August 19th—at the 
usual time. 

(7) Pending the award of the Board of 
Arbitration, wages shall be paid at the 
ae current prior to the stoppage of 
work. 


QUESTION BY EMPLOYERS. 


At the close of the proceedings the 
employers’ representatives put the follow- 
ing question to the representatives of the 
operatives’ organisations: “ Are you in 
favour of future major questions of dis- 
putes which threaten to lead to a stoppage 
of the mills being referred to arbitra- 
tion?” The operatives’ representatives 
replied that they would give this matter 
their careful consideration, and make a 
forma] reply later. 


A JOINT CONSULTATIVE 
COMMITTEE. 


Sir Horace Wilson also made the follow- 
ing suggestion: “ That in order to ensure 
a meats for co-operation with the Govern- 
ment Committee of Inquiry and the 
Cotton Trade Organisations Joint Com- 


The 


posals that may be made to improve the 
state of the industry and to strengthen its 
competitive position, it is agreed between 
the Federation of Master Cotton Spinners’ 
Associations and the Cotton Spinners’ and 
Manufacturers’ Assocjgfion on behalf of 
the employers, and tif several organisa- 
tions concerned on behalf of the opera- 
tives. that there shall be established 
a joint consuitative committee who shall 
invite an independent chairman to sit 
with them from time to time with no 
powers except the powers of a friend. The 
representatives present on both sides 
welcomed this suggestion, and agreed to 
hold an early joint meeting to consider it. 


THE GREATEST IMPORTANCE. 


After the official statement had been 
read, it was pointed out by Sir Horace 
that the last part of the statement was of 
the greatest importance, as it intimated 
the intention of both sides in the industry 
to sit down jointly to consider actively 
what steps lay within their own powers 
to see what could be done to improve the 
state of the industry and strengthen its 
competitive position. 

Now that the stoppage is over, Sir 
Horace will be able to leave to-morrow for 
Canada, as arranged, to join Mr. J. H. 
Thomas. 


DAY OF HARD THINKING. 


The announcement came at the end of a 
day of much hard thinkmg and earnest 
discussion. 

The Wages Committees of the employers’ 
organisations, to the number of about 
forty, met at the Victoria Hotel at the 
express invitation of Sir Horace Wilson at 
the same time as the Executive Com- 
mittees of the operatives, who had about 
sixty members present. 

Difficulties which cropped up were 
gradually disposed of, and by lunch time 
it was agreed that the same negotiating 
committees of fourteen who had conducted 
the discussions before the stoppage should 
try to find a basis of settlement. At first 
these committees met separately, but 
messages were exchanged between them 
and now and again one party would walk 
along the corridor to visit the other. 

Sir Horace Wilson all the time was 
acting as intermediary, and he looked 
tired, though happy, when he was able to 
announce the result of the days work. 
Members of the executive committees of 
both sides began to drift away to their 
homes as the hour got late, and from this 
fact the crowd waiting outside the hotel 
rightly gathered that things were going 
well. Then, just before half-past nine, 
the operatives’ négotiators walked quickl+ 
along to the room where the employers’ 
negotiating committee were waiting for 
them. 

From inside came the sound of one voice 
only, and then a loud cheer and continued 
hand-clapping. A minnte or two later the 
necotiators emerged from the room together 
All were smiling, and there was more than 
one hand-shake and hearty “ good-night ”

A NEW SNOWDEN 
SENSATION. 


STILL WAITING FOR 
PROPOSALS. 


Grave fears are entertained at The Hague 
that at to-morrow’s meeting of the 
Financial Commission a financial 
settlement will not be reached. One 
of the French delegates has stated 
that France cannot agree with Mr. 
Snowden’s resolution. Uniess, there- 
fore, there is a last-minute arrange- 
ment, Mr. Snowden will, it is be 
lieved, return to England imme- 
diately.

FRANCE CANNOT AGREE, 

From HEUTER 4 CORHESPONDENT. 

THE HAGUE, Thursday. 

A breakdown of The Hague Conference 
is looming threateningly. After the 
meeting of the four chief financial dele- 
gates of France, Italy, Belgium and 
Japan to-day it was stated that the four 
Powers were united in their views as to 
the Young plan. 

M. Loucheur, French Minister of 
Labour, said that he was of the opinion 
that Great Britain ought to be satisfied 
with the Young plan, which could not be 
ve-drafted without the consent of the 
United States. Consequently any offer 
which could be made to Great Britain 
ought to be confined within the structure 
of the Young plan as it stood. 

M. Loucheur also declared that France 
could not agree to Mr. Snowden’s resolu- 
tion. This means that unless, at tho last 
minute, a way out is found, there is no 
hope of a financial settlement being 
reached at The Hague, and that Mr. 
Snowden will be returning to England 
very shortly. 


ANOTHER SURPRISE. 


CHANCELLOR’S 
ULTIMATUM, 
THE HAGUE, Thursday, 8 p.m. 

The note which the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer handed to M. Jaspar at 
yesterday’s sitting of the Financial Com- 
mission can justly be regarded as an 
ultimatum, for it is learned that Mr. 
Snowden wrote that he considered it was 
high time that concrete proposals were 
submitted to him which would satisfy 
Great Britain’s just demands for a fair 
settlement. 

If that proposal was not forthcoming, 
the Chancellor added, it was futile to 
hold a sitting of the Financial Commis- 
sicn on Saturday. 


INADEQUATE PROPOSALS. 

As already stated, it was the result of 
this energetic protest at the dilatory 
methods of the other creditor Powers that 
the latter met yesterday; and that M. 
Franqui visited Mr. Snowden to-day, at 
which proposals were submitted which 
the Chancellor declared were inadequate. 

The financial delegates of France, Italy, 
Belgium and Japan are meeting again 
this evening to consider the situation and 
to make a last-minute effort to prevent a 
break-down of the Conference, which 
appears to be more likely than it ever has 
been. 

It is believed that Mr. Snowden is pre- 
pared to leave The Hague on Saturday if 
he obtains no satisfaction of the demands 
which he has so clear'y put before the 
other Powers. 


THE HAGUE “ FRONT.” 


DAY OF CONVERSATIONS. 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
THE HAGUE, Thursday. 

““No change on The Hague Front”’ 
sums up the situation here to-day. 
Conversations are still going on behind 
closed doors between the various delega- 
tions, but there is no visible sign yet that 
they are leading to a result which will 
enable the Chancellor of the Exchequer to 
declare on Saturday that the British 
terms have been met, and that he is 
satisfied. 

It is, therefore, quite premature to 
state, as some newspapers already have 
done, that the Chancellor has scored a 
victory, and that France has made con- 
cessions to the British standpoint. On 
the contrary, Mr. Snowden has found it 
necessary to remind the other creditor 
Powers that he is still awaiting a decision 
by them regarding his resolution sub- 
mitted at the first meeting of the Finan- 
cial Commission csking for the appoint- 
ment of a sub-committee to readjust the 
percentages paid under the Young plan, 
and that he cannot wait indefinitely for 
such a decision. 


EFFORT TO SPEED UP 
NEGOTIATIONS. 

He did this not by letter, as was at first 
reported, but by passing a note to M. 
Jaspar during yesterday's meeting of the 
Commission, while M. Loucheur was 
making his exposé on the French stand- 
point regarding payments in kind. 

Probably this attempt to speed up 
the negotiations led to the meeting of the 
chief financial delegates of France, Italy, 
Belgium and Japan in the afternoon. 
which, it is stated, resulted in the four 
Rowers agreeing that their interests under 
the Young plan were identical, and that 
solidarity prevailed amongst them. 

This declaration "was made, it is under- 
stood, chiefly owing to the insistence 
of the Italian delegate, Signor Mosconi, 
who has hitherto shown no great desire 
to recognise the justice of the British 
claims, or to accede to them if they 
mean ‘‘sacrifices’’ by Italy—that is to 
say, a reduction of the large annuities 
percentages granted to Italy under the 
Young plan. ) 


ITALIANS HOLDING OUT. 

The French Delegation, it is under- 
stood, is doing its utmost to persuade the 
Italians that Italy must also be prepared 
to make ‘‘sacrifices’’ in the common 
i interest, if the Young plan is to be saved 
at all, and Saturday will reveal whether 
their efforts have met with sutcess., 

Mr. Snowden has not yet revealed what 
his intentions are as regards Saturday, 
which will be the critical day of the con- 
ference, and speculation is rife as to 
whether he will declare if an agreement 
has not been reached that his patience 
is exhausted, and that he must return, or

MR. BRUCE'S TASK. 


TO END LEGAL CHAOS:

In a leading, article The. Times of to-day 
observes:—The Federal Parliament of the 
Commonwealth of Australia has reassembled 
at Canberra for a session which. promises to 
be of exceptional moment. Mr. Bruce, the 
Prime Minister since 1923, and the Leader of 
the Nationalist and Country Party Coalition, 
immediately gave notice of the measure upon 
which he has staked the future of his 
administration. Battle, however, will not be 
joined upon the Government Bill for some 
time, as Mr, Theodore, the Deputy Leader of 
the Labour Opposition, has moved a vote of 
censure on the omission of the Government 
to prosecute a colliery proprietor for an 
alleged lock-out after they had prosecuted 
trade unionists. Debate on this motion was 
in progress yesterday when Mr. Hughes, 
Mr. Bruce’s predecessor between 1915-1923, 
joined in the Labour attack. 

The bill, readers need hardly be reminded, 
represents one more attempt to grapple with 
the question which has baffled the wisdom of 
the Commonwealth and of the States for the 
quarter of a century—the regulation of 
industry and of industrial disputes. Settle- 
ment of such disputes by courts of arbitra- 
tion, whose awards have the force of 
legal judgments, has been in operation 
since 1904, when it was 
by a Federal law. Notwithstanding amend- 
ments, the latest of which was the drastic 
Act carried by him in December, 1927, Mr. 
Bruce proclaims that the. system is a failure. 
It has been complicated and weakened by 
legislation of States, which overlaps and 
sometimes conflicts with the Federal enact- 
ments, and with the interpretations placed 
upon these by Federal judges. At his Con- 
ference with the State Premiers in May, Mr. 
Bruce declared that his Government are 
definitely of opinion, either that further 
powers must be vested in the Commonwealth, 
which would assign to it the sole control in 
industrial matters, or that sole responsibility 
in such matters must be assumed by the 


States. 


As the referendum of 1926 foreshadowed 
that the States would not be likely to sur- 
render their jurisdiction, he informed the 
Premiers that he would ask the Common- 
wealth Parliament to repeal the existing 
Federal legislation on arbitration. save as it 
applies to the shipping and waterside, indus- 
tries. In these he conceives the Common- 
wealth Government has now sufficient powers 
for effective control. This is the measure he 
is now to propose to Parliament. 

Mr, Bruce does not talk smashing Socialism 
or advanced Labour policies, but he is invit- 
ing his party to take a step to end the 
legal chavs, which arbitration and conciliation 
under Socialist manipulation have produced. 


AT THE HAGUE. 


-—- 


AGREEMENT STILL 
POSSIBLE. 


The Special Correspondent of The Times 
at The Hague states in a dispatch yesterday : 
While the financial experts have continued to 
work feverishly at the task of formulating 
readjustments of the Young Plan to meet the 
British claims for a fairer distribution of the 
German reparation annuities, the rest of The 
Hague Conference seems to have been in- 
dulging in an orgy of informal or subtly- 
inspired propaganda manceuvres. That. was 
to be expected in the two days of work 
behind the scenes. More than half of what is 
allowed to become known may probably be 
discounted. 

When M, Francqui visited him this after- 
noon, obviously as the spokesman of the 
Powers affected by the British demands, Mr. 
Snowden once again made the British position 
clear. He said that it was for the other 
Powers to answer the British claims and pro- 
vide serions proposals. Under the agreement 
between M. Poincaré and Mr. Churchill 
no changes were to be made in the Spa 
percentages, Changes had been made, and the 
British delegation felt perfectly justified in 
asking for the agreements to be kept, and 
for the Powers to make such arrangements 
as would meet Great Britain’s just claims. 

M. Loucheur, the French Minister of 
Labour, complained to a number of Press re- 
presentatives this evening that every pro 
posal: had been refused, and nothing more 
could be done without wrecking the Young 
plan, unless the Americans were called in, 
which was impossible. France. Belgium, 
Italy and Japan were solid in-defence of the 
plan;*France, therefore. could not accede to 
the British Government’s demands. 

Later this evening the view was expressed 
in the British ‘delegation that it was per- 
fectly possible to find a solution within the 
structure of the plan which would satisfy 
the legitimate claims of Great Britain, and 
the British delegation are still awaiting firm 
proposals in order that its claims might be 
met, and an amicable settlement of the whole 
business achieved. 

M. Louwcheur’s declaration. has naturally 
deepened the pessimistic tone this evening. 
It was hardly to be expected, however, that 
an agreement would be reached by to-day, 
and there is still time to-morrow for further 
consideration of the possibilities 


HAGUE CONFERENCE. 


MR. SNOWDEN’S TASK. 

The Daily Chronicle, referring io the pro- 
ceedings at The Hague, says:—It seems 
odd that the foreign delegates, who obtained 
an assent to the adjournment of these terms, 
should behave as if the terms were new or, 
at least, had not before been taken seriously. 
Perhaps, indeed, they were not. The notion 
that anything will do to bamboozle a British 
statesman has had so much justification in 
recent years that it is not quickly abandoned. 
What Mr. Snowden 1s most usefully doing is 
to compel its abandonment. The process is, 
of course, disturbing, and some outcry has 
been inevitable, hut we hope that to-morrow 
he will stick to it. His countrymen will back 
him if he does. | 


DIVORCE LAWS. 


The Daily. News and Westminster Gazette 
to-day remarks :—The most scandalously im- 
mare! of all attitudes towards divorce is 
that which is content to allow it to remain 
as a sort of privilege of the rich; yet that 
has, in fact, been the situation. Until re- 
cently we have had a divorce law which is 
practically inaccessible to the poor. That 
is plainly wrong on general grounds. It 
only heightens the anomaly that, in fact and 
in practice it is precisely the poor 
who suffer most obviously and most 
grievously from the denial of the relief from 
intolerable evils which a sane divorce law 
may grant.

REBUKE FOR A DUKE,

TO-MORROW’S GREAT 


MOTOR RACE. 


ARDS CIRCUIT 
THRILLS 


TERRIFIC SPEEDS. 


Over sixty drivers will take part in 
to-morrow’s Royal Automobile Club's 
Tourist Trophy Race over the Ards 
Circuit, near Belfast. The race will 
start at 11 a.m. 

The practice trials concluded yesterday, 
and the only incident of note was that 
Field’s Bentley caught fire at Quarry 
Corner. immediate aid was forth- 
coming, and the blaze was quickly 
subdued. 

The spectators were thrilled by the 
amazing speeds and cornering of the 
world’s finest drivers. 

In the light of yesterday’s performances 
Kaye Don stands a great chance of 
again winning the race, and the 
German driver, Otto Merz, in his 
Mercedes, should prove a keen rival. 

The “' duel ” that will again probably 
take place between G. Ramponi and 
Boris Ivanovsky is awaited with keen 
interest. It will be recalled that at 
the Phenix Park Race last month 
Ramponi had the misfortune to wreck 
his car at the Gough Corner. 


From Ovr SPECIAL CorresPonpent. 
BELFAST, Thursday. 
Bos of the most remarkable features 
of the great motor race to be held 
on Saturday is the enthusiasm and inte- 
rest manifested in it. by the people of 
Belfast. In the spare moments during 
working hours it is the sole topic of con 
versation, while in the evening the streets 
and cafés are thronged with vast crowds of 
people. of all ages and both sexes, and 
their only interest is the motor race. In 
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their thousands they walked, motored 
and went by tram to the course during 
the practice trials, while it is the general 
boast of the young men and the young 
virls that they have toured the course at 
such-and-such a speed in such-and-sucltr a 
car. 
A CITY OF MOTOR CARS. 

Never were the streets of the city more 
full of motor cars, and they are of all 
descriptions, conditions and The 
most ramshackle and out-of-date vehicle . 
is brought once again into commission for 
the purpose of getting to the course, and 
the absence of the humble push bicycle 1s 
particularly noticeable. So great has the 
traffic been in the last few days on the 
course that its surface in places has been 
worn smooth and hard, and it is feared 
that, if rain falls on the day of the race, 
the surface in parts will be dangerousty 
slippery. Every evening motor cars in 
their hundreds tour the circuit, and those 
who wish to try out the speed of their 
cars wait until it is comparatively clear 
and safe in the night or early morning. 


THE COURSE. 

I toured the course yesterday, and it 
certainly is one that tests the nerve and 
skill of the competing racing driver to the 
utmost. It is probably one of the trickiest 
road race courses in existence, and is one 
that strains the stability and endurance 
of a car to the utmost. A comparison 
between it and the Pheenix Park course is 
not possible; for they are as different as 
chalk. and cheese. The Ards Circuit is in 
the nature of a road endurance course, 
whereas the Phoenix Park is supreme as 
a speed road course. The road surfaces 
here are not as good as those of the 
Pheenix Park, and many of the drivers 
commented to-day on the loose rubble that 
was lying on the road coming down to 
Newtownards. In many cases it craeked 
the wind screens and broke the glasses of 
lamps on cars, while in several cases the 
drivers and mechanics were struck in the 
face by this flying rubble from the rear 
wheels of cars in front. 

It is understood that the authorities are 
doing everything possible to mitigate this 
annoyance. 
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ADVERTISING. 

The enormous interest being taken in 
the race is evidenced by the manner in 
which the whole of the course is literally 
plastered with advertisements of all sorts 
and descriptions relating to virtually every 
necessary article under the sun. It is all, 
however, good business; for the vast 
crowds that are expected to assemble on 
the course all through the night and early 
morning hours will have nothing to do 
but scrutinise these advertisements. 
Proposals are on foot for the beflagging 
of the streets of Belfast for the day of the 
race. At present many flags hang outside 
the business estahlishments im the centre 
of the city, so that both inside and outside 
Belfast is in a festive mood and arrayed 
in gala attire. The theatres, cinemas, 
dance halls, cafés and hotels are doing a 
roaring trade. There are many more 
visitors to the city this year than last 
year,. and thousands. have been turned 
away from the leading hotels during the 
past fortnight because of lack of accom- 
modation. 

ENTERPRISE. 

It has been estimated that 400,000 
people will witness the race. There will, 
furthérmore, be several thousands of motor 
cars parked around it acting as “grand 
stands.” Enterprising farmers are busy 
letting fields adjoining the course as 
natural stands and parking places. Al! 
around the course notices are to be seen : 
“ Spectators: Admission 6d,’’ though the 
general price for permission to park a car 
is 7s. 6d., which is rather exorbitant. 
Stands of all sizes and descriptions have 
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sprung up with mushroom-like growth 

prices for a seat x from 5s. to 10s, 
AN ALL-NIGHT TREK. 

_ Preparations are being made for an all- 
night trek to the course on the same lines 
as that which took place last year, and 
many of the business houses are closing 
down for the day to allow their employés 
to attend the races. In this respect 
Belfact is ahead of Dublin in regard to its 
motor races. | 


KEEN RIVALRY. 


KAYE DON VERSUS OTTO 
MERZ. 


Intense competition between the teams 
and individual drivers is becoming more 
pronounced as the day of the race draws 
near. The practice trials concluded this 
morning, and it is evident that the Alfa- 
Romeo and Lea-Francis teams are being 
closely watched by the rival camps. Par- 
ticular attention was paid to the’ per- 
formances of Kaye on and Boris 
Ivanovsky, and Earl Howe told me to-day 
that if Kaye Don can maintain the Ja 
speed of 11.38 that he put up to-day, an 
if his car stays the course, he will win. 
At that speed, and with his handicap, 
there is no car in the race that can beat 
him. 

Earl Howe himself has not yet decided 
whether he will drive his Bugatti or Alfa- 
Romeo. This morning he was at the 
wheel of the Bugatti, while Callingham 
piloted the Alfa-Romeo. I gathered, how- 
ever, from his conversation that the 
Bugatti will be his choice. 

THE ALFA-ROMEOS. 

T am able to announce that it is likely 
that the thrilling ‘‘duel”’ between Boris 
Tvanovsky and G.- Ramponi in the 
Pheenix Park last month will be re-enacted 
on Saturday. is morning Ramponi, 
drove Edgar Fronteras’s Alfa-Romeo for 
several laps, and when I spoke to 
Fronteras on the matter he told me that 
Ramponi was going to drive his car. I 
was given to understand that Fronteras 
was going to drive, or act as spare driver, 
to Thistlethwayte’s Mercedes, to which 
Ramponi was attached until this morn- 
ing, but the Mercedes camp are very 
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reticent about it. Captain Braddell in- 
formed me that Thistlethwayte will drive 
himself. In that case Fronteras will most 
likely act as spare driver to his own car. 

When Ramponi fought such a fine 
“duel’’ with Ivanovsky at the Phoenix 
Park the rivalry was keen, and Ramponi 
had the misfortune to wreck his car at 
the Gough corner. Following that he 
ceased to be a member of the Alfa-Romeo 
team. Now his chance of avenging him- 
seli has come; for his car is in the same 
class as that of Ivanovsky. 

THE BENTLEY TEAM. 

The Bentley team also is out to get its 
own back ior its marrow defeat by 
Ivanovsky at the Phoenix Park, and the 
Bentley camp is one of the busiest of 
all. Not only has the team installed pit 
telephones connecting with points around 
the course, but thi$ evening members of 
the team were engaged in the erection of 
three score boards tor giving information 
of the position of the Bentley cars and 
the position of most of the other pro- 
minent competitors during the race to 
my drivers. The members of the 
team built, painted and arranged these 
— "ga EX“ EN, and entered into 
the work with all the zest an 
of-schoolbuys d enjoyment 

he Alvis team has erected a similar 
score board in the vicinity of Bibdskee's 
Brae, while all the teams have pit tele- 
phones installed. 

The Practice trials to-day passed without 
any serious incident to mar them, but a mild 
seusation was caused when it became known 
that Otto Merz, in a Mercedes, had put up a 
new lap “‘record,’’ to beat it two laps later. 
This consistent lapping, at such high speeds, 

as spread consternation throughout the rival 
camps; for if he can keep up this lapping 
average on the day of the race his only keen 
rival will be Kaye Don. Merz did nine laps 
non-stop, and oh the fourth lap he put u 
10.58, to be followed by 11.7, 10.49, 10.52

CAR ON FIRE, 

Beyond the fact that three cars early in the 
practice trials over-ran-the corner at New- 
townards, the only incident of note was that 
Field's Bentley caught fire at Quarry Corner. 
Immediate aid was forthcoming, and the blaze 
was quickly put out, when the car proceeded 
on its way. 

The famous Sunbeam, Tiger, which was 
brought over specially for Mr. Lee Guinness’s 
use when closing and opening the course on 
the b of the race, met with engine trouble 
when being taken around for a practice lap. 
After some time it was got under way again, 
and “limped” back to the pits. After- 
wards it was towed into the city. 

It is interesting to note that Bryan Lewis, 
who is driving ip the Riley team car, has 
his own Moth aeroplane over here, It arrived 
this morning, piloted by.a friend of his, and.

IN THE AIR, 

There is landing ground at the back of the 
grand stand where larger passenger machines 
will ply for hire on the day of the race.

The weighing-in and inspection of cars has 
been going on for the last two days, and will 
conclude to-morrow. It was officially an- 
announced this afternon that R. Childe (Lea-

AN ESCORT OF 'PLANES.

OBITUARY. 


SIR EDWIN RAY LANKESTER. 


Sir Edwin Ray Lankester, K.C.B., F.R.S., 
the great physiologist and naturalist, who 
died óg: AÉ ins was born in London on May 
15, 1847. eldest son of the late Edwin Lan- 
kester, M,D.,. F.R.8., Coroner for Central 
Middlesex. He received his early education 


ing College, Cambridge, and ultimately to 
Christ Church, Oxford; where, after a; bril- 
liant career, he became Radcliffe Travelling 
Fellow in 1870. Possessing ‘extraordinary 
owers of application, as well as profound 
earning in many branches of science, he 
rapidly acquired high reputation, and in 
1872 was appointed Fellow and Lecturer in 
Exeter College (Oxford), In that capacity 
he continued to act until 1874, when he was 
elected Professor of Zoology and Compara- 
tive Anatomy in University College, London, 
a position which he held until 1890. 

is professorship having been selected for 
endowment by Mr. Jodrtil in 1878 with the 
interest of £7,000, new laboratories were 
built, together with a museum adapted, not 
only to class teaching, but to the pursuit of 
original investigations in the domain of 
natural history, and these increased facilities 
being placed at his disposal by the Counce! 
of the institution, notable progress was made 
in the department of instruction over which 
he presided. 

A curious incident in Professor Lankester’s 
career occurred in the spring of 1882. By 
the death of Sir Wyville Thomson, the Regius 
Chair of Nateral History in the University 
of Edinburgh became vacant, whereupon the 
then Home Secretary offered him the post, 
which, both on account of its dignity and 
its pecuniary value, was one of special im- 

ortance. The appointment was accepted. 
But, when making it. the Government inti- 
mated that considerable changes affecting the 
status and emoluments of the office were in 
contemplation. These, it was given to be 
understood, involved a division of the Chair 
and a reduction of its holder’s income from 
students’ fees. So vague, however, was the 
reorganisation scheme and so uncertain the 
whole position that the new Regius Professor 
resigned a fortnight later. He was imme- 
diately re-elected to the Jodrell Professorship 
in University College, and continued to fulfil 
its duties until 1890. 

A Fellow of the Royal Society since 1875, 
he became a member of its Council in No- 
vember, 1882, and fourteen years later its 
Vice-President, having in the interim (1885) 
received its royal medal as an acknowledg- 
ment of his discoveries in the fields of 
zoology and palmontology. In 1884 he ren- 
deted inestimable service by founding the 
Marine’ Biological Association of the 
United Kingdom. The result of his 
efforts was the erection of a large 
and well-equipped laboratory at Plymouth, 
formally opened for work in ) 
Professor Huxley, first President of the 
Institution, was succeeded in 1892 by its 
founder, who throughout his lifetime laboured 
assiduously to promote its practical purposes. 
In 1891 Professor Lankester was appointed to 
the Linacre Professorship of Comparative 
Anatomy at Oxford, a position which he held 
until 1898, when he became Fullerian Professor 
of Physiology and Comparative Anatomy in 
the Royal Institution, London. In August of 
the same year he was nominated successor to 
Sir William Flower as Director of the Natural 
History Department of the British Museum, 
filling that position until 1907, when he was 
compelled to retire under the age limit. 

From ap early date in his career, Professor 
Lankester had heen closely connected with the 
British Association, and was elected President. 
In 1907 he was created a K.C.B. in recognition 
of eminent services which had largely con- 
tributed towards the advancement of scientific 
learning, and in 1908 the Linnean Society 
voted him the Darwin Wallace Medal. 

In addition to other public duties, he 
performed those of ‘Plenipotentiary of Her 
late Majesty Queen Victoria at the Conference 
of European Powers on the Preservation of 
African Wild Animals, and was Chairman of 
the Tropical Diseases Committee of the Royal 
Society, while he acted as Director of the 
Natural Historv Museum at South Kensincton 
from 1898 to 1907. Sir Edwin Lankester was 
an Hon. Fellow of Exeter College, an Hon. 
Student of Christ Church. Oxford, and an 
honorary D.Sc. of Leeds University. He was 
a member of the Institute of France, a corres- 
ponding member of the Imperial Academv of 
Sciences, St. Petersburg, and held, besides, 
many high distinetions conferred upon him 
from time te time by various learned bodies 
abroad. :

“Considerable advances have been made 
with the erection of the machinery: for trans- 
forming and distributing current throughout 
An Saorstát. Since its inception two years 
ago the Electricity Sapply Board, which is 
charged with the management and operation 
of the scheme, has been working out tis plans 
for the sub-distribution of current from the 
main Shannon transformer stations, and the 
Board is confident that its preparations will 
be concluded in good time. 

"It, is only one year since the actual con- 
struction work for distribution in the Greater 
Dublin area and towns throughout the: coun- 
try began. ‘The low tensioz distribution net- 
works in the southern portions of the Greater 
Dublin area are now almost, all erected, and 
a scheme of networks for the northern por- 
tions of the Greater Dublin area will shortly 
be constructed, and wil! be completed before 
the long winter nights set in. 

PROVINCIAL TOWNS. 

_ “In over sixty provincial towns situated 
in the Counties of Kildare, Wicklow, Carlow, 
Wexford, Leix, Offaly, Tipperary, Kilkenny, 
Waterford, Cork and Kerry, the distribution 
networks a.e ready, and in thirty other towns 
in the Midlands and West of Ireland work is 
in progress. | 

“The wiring of houses has also proceeded 
very rapidly. Much of this work has been 
done by the installation department of the 
Board, which employs over one hundred elec- 
tricians, Thousands of houses are being 
wired on the hire-purchase system established 
by the Board, and many small villages which. 
up to the present, have been dependent on 
oil lamps and candles for illumination will, 
during the coming winter; enjoy the benefits 
and advantages of electricity, not merely for 
lighting, but for cooking, cleaning and other 
domestic purposes. 

TARIFF SYSTEM OF CHARGE. 

‘The Board have adoptei the two-part 
tariff system of charge to encourage the use 
of electricity for all domestic and household 
purposes, fn their advertising and publicity 
campaign they have advocated the installation 
In every room of ‘convenience outlets’ or 
wall plugs, so that housewives may be able 
to use electricity for cleaning, cooking, iron- 
ing, heating, washing, etc., at a low rate of 
charge. To enable people of limited means 
to purchase electrical appliances of all kinds 
a hire purchase systen has been adopted, only 
5 per cent. being charged on money out- 
standing. 

‘‘ Waterford and Kilkenny have been re- 
ceiving current from the Dublin Station for 
the past few months, and numbers of homes 
ia these towns are for the first time enjoying 
the benefits of electricity. Other towrs on 
this circuit will be switched in gradually as 
the transformer stations are completed. 

“That, the Board are optimistic as regards 
the success of the Shannon Power Scheme is 
indicated by the announcement recently made 
in the Daw that they anticipate in 1932 a 
consumption of current in An Saorstdt of 
144 million units. The four European experts 
who approved of the scheme calculated tnat 
a consumption of 110 million units in 1932 
would make it a paying proposition.’’ 

THE SUPPLY BOARD. 

The Electricity (Supply) Act, 1927, 
empowers the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce to hand over any or every completed 
portion of the Shannon Works to the 
Electricity Supply Board. By an order issued 
accordingly, and dated 15th July, the Minister 
has now transferred to the Board the trans- 
mission lines connecting the undermentioned

MISS E. PARELL’S LONG 
NORTH CHANNEL, 


Quietly confident, though conditions were 
not favourable, Miss Mercedes Gleitze entered 
the sea at Portstewart Harbour on Thursday 
morning at twenty minutes past eleven on her 
attempt to swim to the Donegal Coast, twelve 
miles away. ‘Thousands of visitors gave her 
encouraging cheers. Rain was falling heavily 
and a strong south-west wind blowing against 
the run of the tide whipped the water into 
angry mood and dashed it against the 
swimmer’s face. Local fishermen thought 
Miss Gleitze’s success depended on her 
covering the first four miles in time to catch 
the strong flowing tide, which would earry 
her to within a mile of her objective, Green- 
castle or Moville 

SPECTATORS OF THE STRUGGLE, 

Robert Millar, Portstewart, acted as pilot, 
and ‘Terry Caulfield, Coleraine, as Miss 
Gleitze’s attendant. The latter discharged 
a similar duty on the recent unsuccessful 
North Channel attempt, during which, he 
said, the conditions were murderous, and he 
expressed amazement at Miss Gleitze’s endur- 
ance. Also in the accompanying motor boat 
were Frank Martin, ortstewart, Town 
Clerk ; Doctor A. E. M. Carleton, Hudders- 
field; Doctor H. Tomlin, Huddersfield ; 
Thomas J. Martin, solicitor, Coleraine; Miss 
Narleton, and Mrs. Costello, of London. 

Up to 1 o'clock Miss Gleitze made good 
progress, but afterwards it was slow. At 5 
o'clock, when she had covered half the 
journey, the swim was abandoned. For more 
than an hour previously the wind and tide 
were so strong against her that she made no 
appreciable progress, and waves were blind- 
ing her. She was anxious to continue the 
swim, but her pilot advised her that it would 
be futile. 

When taken out of the water Miss Gleitze 
was quite fresh. She was taken in the motor 
boat to Moville, from which she will attempt 
to swim to Portstewart this morning.

History repeated itself to-day when John 
Burke, of the Lahinch Club, and D. Sweeney. 
of Galway, qualified for the thirty-six holes 
final, which will be played to-morrow ; but, 
Should the Westerner repreduce the golf 
which he played against 8.

I watched the greater part of the match 
bet ween Burke and O'Reilly, and then turned 
my attention to the other game, and from 
what I saw I would say that Sweeney is 
capable of making a much better final of it 
than he did twelve months ago. Somehow it 
did not seem that Burke was playing the 
fame quality golf that had featured the play 
on the previous davs. He obviously was 
shaken when O'Reilly, after losing the first 
couple of holes to 4’s (his fine drive to the 
first was bunkered), got on level terms at 


the fourth. 

No more perfect second: shot has been hit 
to the much - discussed third green than 
O'Reilly s. He played for the wind to take 
it in, which it did beautifully, leaving him 
& short putt for a 3, with the other down 
behind the green off a too strong second. 
Burke was rather slack on the fourth green, 
where he-required three putts, but he got 
the lead again at the dell through O’Reilly’s 
tee shot landing on the top of the hill. ‘It 
was, as a matter of fact, a right good match 
to the ninth, where the Delgany man went 
into the lead, Burke failing with a little 
putt for the half. 


BURKE GOES AHEAD. 

Apparently he expected to be given that 
putt, and the missing of it evidently 
annoyed him, for he set his teeth. as it were, 
from that point, and did not relax until he 
had won five holes running. He played a 
beantiful pitch over the bunker and hillock 
on the right of the twelfth green, calculating 
the run down to a nicety, and leaving his 
ball at the hole for a certain 3; but he did 
not deserve to win the thirteenth, 


This hole also has come in for much com- 
ment, or, rather, the construction of the 
Kreen. From the back of it there is a 
Sheer run down over three ledges. Burke 


won it in a poor §, O’Reilly’s short pitch 
from the right of the green careering down. 
Then he had the bad luck to be Jaid a dead 
Stymie on the lip’of the hole. To hole it 
in the usual way would have been utterly 
impossible, so O'Reilly hit the ball up the 
bank and depended on the roll down to bring 
it into the hole. It was a remarkable putting 
stroke, and it almost came off: for he missed 
holing by only a couple of inches. Then 
Burke holed a very long one from the left- 
hand corner of the fourteenth green, and 
actually put O'Reilly out of eouri | 

He won the next, but the match ended at 
the sixteenth, to which green the holder 
had not been brought in any of his other 
matches, O'Reilly is a very good golfer, who 
gets fine length with the ‘wood. but he has 
not the same control of the iron clubs as his 
vival of to-day. He, however, put up a 
really good fight, but it seemed to me that 
his judgment was at fault when. after hitting 
his drive to the tenth into bad rough on the 


left, he did not make certain of getting out 
on the fairway on the right. Then he would 


liave had a splendid chance of securing the 
half in five which would, perhaps, have made 
a considerable difference at that stage. They 
were both 38 for the first nine, and for the 
remaining holes played Burke was 28 and the 
loser 4 more. 


SWEENEY’S FINE PLAY. 

Sweeney plaved capital golf for the first 
nine holes of his match against Me‘ arthy ; 
indeed, to the fifteenth, where the match 
was ended, he made very few mistakes, and 
when he won his figures were almost as good 
as those of the champion.

ENNIS, Thursday. 

For two years in succession the County 
Clare Agricultural Show has been the victim 
of bad weather. The gate receipts dropped 
to ths lowest ebb, aad this year the com- 
mittee found themselves in serious financial 
straits. Partly because the 29th of June was 
too early for a proper display of farm pro- 
duce and other classes the date was altered 
this year to J5th August. The change turned 
out to be a happy one, and to-day the 
organisers had the advantage of good weather, 
a fine gate and an increa number of 
exhibits in every section. The County Com- 
mittee of Agriculture came to tueir assistance 
with the generous subsidy of £175, which, 
combined with the usual subscriptions from 
the public, enabled the promoters to meet 
their heavy preliminary expenses and the 
prize-list. 

Entries numbered 800, or 200 more than 
last year... The arrangements, made under 
the supervision of Mr. Michael McMahon, 
the energetic honorary secretary, were of the 
most complete and satisfactory character, and 
no more successful event of the kind has ever 
been held on the Ennis showgrounds. 

The judges, who were Sir R. Paul, Water- 
ford, Mr. Matt. Mitchell, Kilmallock, and 
Mr. James Clarke, Navan, were unanimous in 
declaring that the young horses were a 
beautiful lot, and includ many animals of 
great promise. The cattle exhibits showed a 
considerable improvement on previous years, 
particularly in the yearling and two-year-old 
heifer classes. The bulls were all good and 
of fine type. 

The best registered dairy bull and the 
best bull in the show, as well as the winner 
of the silver medal offered by the Irish Dairy 
Shorthorn Breeders’ Society, was Willsboro’ 
Rufas, the property of Mr. John Kelly, 
Finure, Mullagh. A very good class was 
that of the non registered common bulls, the 
best of which was a massive roan shown by 
Mr. D. Murphy, Maghera, Tulla.
